The Committee has met four times since the General Meeting on 
26th January 1968, 


Representations on general and individual problems have been made 
formally and informally with considerable success, but some members 
continue to negate the aims of the Association by making piecemeal 
approaches on communal problems to the Developers ami to site staff: 
these serve only to dilute the efforts of the staff concerned, and 
to exacerbate delays by increasing the load on the Developers' 
acministrative and technical staffs. 


Discussions are continuing on communal facilities and on the swimming 
pool /recreational centre project: on the former the Developers have 
been asked for the use of the farm buildings, and on the latter the 
results of a feasability/costing study of a phased project are 
awaited, 


The Committee consider that the four vacancies on the Committee should 
now be filled, and that the seats should be allocated to give better 
overall area representation, as 5 Acorn Avenue/ilmond Grove (7 including 
your Secretary and Treasurer), 5 Gladeside and 2 Robin Close. The 
Committee will re-examine this as Phase 2 is developed and before the 
Annual General Meeting. 


When the Committee is augmonted under (4) above, a swimming pool/ 
recreational centre Sub-Committee will be formed to deal with the 
implementation in detail of matters decided in principle either by 
tae Association in General Meeting or by the Committee, including . 
Fund raising. 


The Committee are deeply concerned to note that the cost in time and 
money to the site staff in repairing wanton damage in areas under 
construction is delaying completion of work ordered at the Committee's 
request ~ including the 'bus shelter, notice board, street name plates, 
play areas and paths. This is a matter for parents to deal with - not 
only on communal grounds, but also to reduce the risk of a seriovs 
accicont to a child playing "out of bounds". 


Arising from a recommendation of the General Meeting on 26th January 
1968, the Committee considered voting procedure at General Mectings, 
and decided that no change was at present necessarye
